skin of the face Is more 


delicate than that of any other 
part of the body, and it has 


the 
least 
protection 
from 
sudden 


changes of heat and cold. The woman 
who has been in the house all day. with 
steam heat or stoves holding the tem- 
perature at 70 or even more, is very 
apt to start out on an errand toward 
dusk, when the wind is raw and un- 
tempered by sunshine, with her over- 
heated skin unprotected from the sharp 
wind. 
Returning 
home, she realizes 


that her face is filled with dust, so she 
washes it inftepid water, with or with- 
out soap, dabs on a bit of powder and 
dresses for the evening meal. 


Some one at the table remarks that 


her face is very red, and she replies 
carelessly that it is always so in the 
spring. Not to-morrow nor next week, 
but months and perhaps years later, 
she will be shedding tears over a skin 
which is thick, hard, coarse and rough. 


The price of a good complexion is 


eternal vigilance, and especially must 
this vigilance be maintained during the 
changeable spring weather. 


First 
keep 
your 
skin 
properly 


cleansed, whether you are going out- 
doors or not 
If the skin is oily, add 


a dozen drops of tincture of benzoin to 
a basin of hot water and use a pure, 
unscented soap with a flesh brush or 
piece of Turkish toweling. 
Have the 


first water quite hot. and then for rins- 
ing, gradually reduce the temperature. 
Do not make the common mistake of 
washing the face clean with hot water 
and soap and then dashing very cold 
rinse water on It All extremes of heat 
and cold are bad for the skin. 


If you have a very dry skin, with a 


tendency to crack, chap or scale, buy 1 


ounce of white vaseline (common yel- 
low vaseline will not do), and 8 grains 
of resorcin (a fine, white crystalline 
substance). 
Put the two in a double 


boiler or in a china bowl set in a. pan 
of simmering water. 
When the re- 


sorcin crystals are thoroughly dissolved 
remove the mixture from the fire and 
beat until cool. Keep in a stone jar. 
Resorcin is a most 
effective 
germ- 


killer, and many skin ailments can be 
traced to bacteria. -Before retiring rub 
this thoroughly into the skin until it 
Is entirely absorbed. 
In the morning 


wash the face with hot water and a 
very mild soap, dry thoroughly and 
powder lightly. 


Before exposing your face to wind 


and dust provide every possible pro- 
tection. Rub into it all the good cold 
cream the pores will hold, but do not 
leave, it greasy or oily. I can furnish 
my correspondents with the formula for 
a perfectly pure cream containing no 
lanoline or other animal fat to encour- 
age the growth of hair. It has often 
been published in this column, so I am 
not repeating it to-day, but will do so 
on receipt of 
stamped and self-ad- 


dressed envelope. 


When the cream is absorbed, dust the 


face lightly with a good face powder, 
and then drape over it chiffon or silk 
veiling, not the open net veiling with 
dots. The latter is no portection what- 
ever. 


When you return from your walk or 


drive, do not immediately rush to the 
bathroom and wash your face. 
Wait 


until the redness and burning subside: 
then attack the dirt with Miot water, 
and finally bathe the face with the fol- 
lowing cucumber lotion: 


OH of sweet almonds, 4 ounces; fresh 


cucumber juice, 10 ounces; essence of 
cucumbers, S ounces; 
white castile 


soap (powdered), % ounce; tincture of 
benzoin, 2-3 of a drachm. 


The important factor in this lotion 


is the cucumber. To obtain the juice, 
slice the cucumbers, skin and all, add 
just enough water to prevent scorching 
and simmer -until they are soft and 
mushy. 
Strain 'through a hair sieve 


and then through a cloth. It will take 
a- number of large cucumbers (very 
ripe ones are best) to make twelve 
ounces of the juice. For the essence, 
mix an ounce and a half of the juice 
and an equal quantity of pure alcohol 
(95%). 
Put the soap and the essence 


in a larga bottle, firmly corked, and 
shake vigorously at intervals until the 
soap is dissolved. 
Add the cucumber 


juice and turn into a china bowl, then 
add gradually, stirring all the -while, 
the benzoin and the oil of almonds, un- 
til you have a creamy fluid. Keep It 
tightly corked in a large bottle, in a 
dark place, and for your dressing table 
have a smaller bottle which is refilled 
from time to time.

FTER taking a few trips in the 
average trolley car of a large 
city, the student of human na-

The 
well-bred 
woman knows Just 


how far to go in acknowledging street 
car courtesies, whether she accepts a 
man's seat or receives at his hands the 
parcel or umbrella she dropped in the 
crush. And you can tell whether she 
Is well-bred by the way in which the 
man accepts her acknowledgment 
If 


he raises his hat and looks virtuously 
rewarded, you may be sure she has 
done the gracious thing. If he "wears 
that "I-wonder-why-I-did-lt" look, you 
may be sure she made no acknowledg- 
ment at all. 
If he preens himself like 


a. gay Robin Redbreast and smirks and 
tries to make conversation, you may be 


sure that the woman took the initiative 
and accompanied her thanks with a 
flirtatious glance. 


Women and girls who are well man- 


nered in their own social circle seem 
to throw discretion and gentleness to 
the winds when they board a public 
conveyance. They stare at other women 
In a most annoying fashion, pass re- 
marks in stage whispers and talk pri- 
vate affairs in a voice which carries 
the length of the car. Very few women 
know how to pitch their voices beneath 
the roar of traffic, consequently they 
scream above it and other passengers 
are regaled with Interesting informa- 
tion regarding "John's" delinquencies 
and the latest scandal in the Jones 
family.

When a woman 
meets a man she 


knows on a car. even If he crosses the 
car to sit beside her, she opens her 
purse and pays her fare precisely as 
If he were not there. 
Occasionally a 


friend of the family or relative or 
elderly man will quietly pay the fare 
before 
the 
woman has a chance to 


open her purse. In this case it Is bad 
form to protest A simple "thank you" 
is sufficient 


Timely Hints for the Home Gardener 


Host 
amateur gardeners keep the 


rake. hoe. sickle 
and 
other garden 


tools in the cellar. 
It isn't really a 


"handy" place. The man who has only 
a few moments to spare can do a lot 
in that short time if he doesn't need to 
waste any of it getting ready. If the 
cellar Is kept locked, those few min- 
utes that he could use to rake, hoe or 
prune just before he starts for business 
or just before dinner, are usually lost, 
because it is too much trouble to get 
the tools. 


The bost way Is to have a concealed 


spot in the back of the garden, where 
all these things can be 
kept 
The 


writer has a heavy, oblong case. long 
enough and wide enough to accommo- 
date the rake and hoe. with the sickle. 
trowel, pruning shears, old saw and 
band spray pump. This Is lined with 
waterproof tarred paper and sunk In 
the ground behind a group of lilacs. 
.Mioui an Inch of 
the 
case projects 


above the surface. 
A heavy lid, 
>4 


inch wider and longer than the box, 
protects the contents from rain. An 
oil-soaked rag Is In It, and this Is 
tossed over the tools and Is used now 
and then to give them a rub. Such a 
box can be locked if necessary and tne 
key can be hung on, or hidden order, 
a nearby shrub.

Somebody IP sure to step on Its teeth, 
with the result of getting a vicious 
blow in the face from the handle. Be- 
sides, tools that are not hung up (and 
always In the same place) are forever 
being mislaid. 


Keep them in some place out doors 


by all means if you can. Five minutes- 
raking of tlie vegetable patch Is not 
much; but in that time you can loosen 
the earth along at least one furrow. 
and that will mean moisture for two 
rows of vegetables and a destruction 
of young weeds that would be strong 
enough In twenty-four hours to require 
laborious weeding. 
Kut you won't give 


that five minutes to ynur pardon in the 
morninjr wnl^s* you can pick up the 
r,ak» on the lij.Mant 


If you have lattice work inclosing a 


\erarida, H might be a good thing to 
cut a little door In It and keep the 
tools tii-re. The earth under verandas 
is perfectly dry If the ground has been 
properly graced by the buil'lTS.

home garden 
needs nothing else so 


much as abundant potasn. 
For this 


reason, wood ashes are among the most 
valuable fertilizers. 


It is difficult however, to get these 


in any except a wood-burning country, 
unless you 
are willing to buy from 


dealers In garden supplies, who will 
usually sell only in full 209-pound bar- 
rel lots, charging 'front $2 to *2.25. 
These, however, are the very best ashes, 
being Canadian hard wood. 


Very efficient fertilizer can be made 


by mixing 20 pounds of sulphate of 
ammonia, 30 pounds of bone ash. and 
25 pounds of muriate of potash, all of 
which can be bought from wholesale 
chemists at a net cost that will be 
within $3 50. A cheaper but very good 
mixture can he made from 10 pounds 
of-nitrate of soda, 10 pounds of acid 
phosphate, and 10 pounds of muriate 
of potash. This gives a highly concen- 
trated fertilizer, the muriate of potash 
being 
equivalent 
to 
more than 60 


pounds of wood ashes. It will cost less 
than J3.50. but It will lack 1»ulk, and 
this makes It a difficult matter to so 
spread It as to give Its full benefit to 
all parts of the place.
